Direct hit by rocket on Korean 
prison centre; casualties heavy 


SAIGON. — Communist troops sent a barrage of 
high-explosive rockets into Bien Hoa yesterday, 
striking an airfield and a correctional centre hous- 
ing political prisoners. The rocket attack left 42 
Kilied and 82 wounded, most of them wamen poli- 
tieal prisoners and their children, police and military 
sources said. 

Police officials at Bien Hos, 30 kms. northeast of 
Saigon, said the 42 rockets fell on Bien Hoa Air- 
field, five area villages and the Tan Hiep Correc- 
tional Centre, where 29 prisoners died and 64 were 
wounded. 

An eyewitness said that a single 122 mm. rocket 
tore through the roof of one of the correctional 
buildings, sending shrapnel into a crowded room 
of more than 100 sleeping prisoners. Another rocket 
landed | in the prison compound but did not explode, 


he said. 

Rockets fell on the runway at the air base, 
the largest in South Vietnam, but the Saigon Mili- 
tary Command said there was no damage to air- 
craft and the base was operational. Some napalm 
bombs were set off and at least three military 
were wounded in the attack, officials sald. 

The command also reported that fighting con- 
tinued for the 18th consecutive day around Ben Cat, 
16 kms. north of Bien Hoa. North Vietnamese 
troops, backed by tanks, attacked South Vietnamese 
infantry units at two points southwest of Ben Cat 
district town, while Communist gunners poured 
more than 200 rounds of artillery, rockets and mor- 
tars into the town and into nearby Pai Khe, the 
command said. The government said its casualties 
were one killed and 17 wounded. 

Also near Saigon, Communist-led saboteurs sank 
a Korean merchant vessel as it lay moored about 
10 kms. southeast of the capital city, the command 
said. Of the ship's 19-man crew, four were reported 
Missing, seven escaped and eight others were on 
shore leave when the blast occurred, sources said. 
About 50 kilos of explosives tore through the 
1,178-ton vessel. “Yuchang” which was on a refuel- 
ling stop near Nha Be before proceeding on to the 


Cambodian capital of Phnom Penk. 

The Saigon command did not immediately relate 
the various actions to one another, but military 
sources said the latest Incidents and fighting were 
in line with an order by the North Vietnamese 
Communist Party to intensify attacks in South 
Vietmem during the latter part of May and during 
June. 

The strikes came as government troops, planes 
and artillery were still trying to dislodge a Com- 
™munist force from positions north and west of the 
Thi Tinh River, lesa than 40 kms. north of Saigon, 
on the capital's northern defence line, The command 
said Communist tanks were thrown into an over- 
night attack on government troops near ie river, 
where a government assault force is attempting to 
retake the village of An Diem captured by Com- 
munists lest month.

music of Couperin and Rameau, 
which made up the whole first half 
of a concert, held in cooperation 
with the Tostitut Francais, (Tel Aviv 
Museum, May 21). One must there- 
fore express unlimited praise and 
admiration for Boris Berman, 
who gave himself so completely to 


Couperin's Suite No. 5 and his 
“Les Folies Francaisesz, ou les Do- 
minos,” all performed on the harp- 
sichord, gave us a magnificent im- 
pression of French Rococo. Couperin 
was still unmistakably under the 
influence of lute music, and Ra- 
meau, the daring innovator of har- 
mony and keyboard technique, had
